FIRST  DAY. 


St.  Augustine,  Fla.,  Wednesday,  Jan.  26,  1906. 

Opening — The  St.  Johns  River  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  began  its  twentieth  annual 
session  in  the  Grace  M.  E.  Church  at  St.  Augustine,  Jan. 
24,  1906,  with  Bishop  Charles  H.  Fowler  in  the  chair,  who 
conducted  a  sacramental  service,  assisted  by  the  Presiding 
Elders. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  session  called  the  roll,  and 
thirteen  in  full  membership  and  one  probationer  answered 
to  their  names. 

W.  A.  Allen  was  reported  as  having  died  during  the 
year. 

On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader,  Addyman  Smith  was  elected 
Secretary.  He  named  G.  F.  Scott  as  his  assistant,  who 
was  elected. 

J.  B.  Hawk  was  elected  Statistical  Secretary,  with 
G.  H.  Northrup  as  assistant. 

H.  G.  Porter  was  elected  Treasurer  and  F.  M.  Dowlin 
assistant. 

G.  W.  Rector  was  appointed  to  solicit  subscriptions 
for  the  Methodist  Review,  and  C.  C.  James  to  collect  the 
Book  Concern  accounts. 

Conference  Bar — On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader  the  Con¬ 
ference  Bar  was  fixed  at  the  fourth  seat  from  the  altar, 
in  the  middle  aisle. 

Under  Question  One  the  following  transfers  were  an¬ 
nounced  and  introduced  to  the  Conference:  W.  E.  Dean, 
from  the  Des  Moines  Conference;  F.  M.  Dowlin,  from 
the  Philadelphia  Conference;  C.  C.  James,  from  the  St. 
Louis  Conference. 
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MINUTES  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  SeSSION 


Opening  and  Closing — It  was  agreed  that  9  and  12 
a.  m.  should  be  the  hours  for  opening  and  closing  the 
morning  sessions  of  Conference,  the  first  half  hour  to  be 
devoted  to  religious  services. 

Question  Thirteen  was  taken  up. 

H.  S.  White,  Presiding  Elder  of  Eustis  District,  and 
L.  S.  Rader,  Presiding  Elder  of  Jacksonville  District,  had 
their  characters  passed,  and  each  presented  his  report,  as 
did  also  the  following  Elders:  J.  C.  Sullivan,  A.  E.  Drew, 
G.  H.  Northrup,  F.  M.  Dowlin,  W.  E.  Dean,  J.  B.  Hawk, 
F.  M.  Kemper,  C.  C.  James,  H.  G.  Porter. 

On  motion  of  Addyman  Smith,  last  year’s  plan  for 
pooling  the  expenses  of  the  preachers  to  and  from  the 
Conference,  was  adopted. 

F.  M.  Dowling  was  made  treasurer  of  this  fund. 

Press  Reporter — J.  B.  Hawk  and  F.  M.  Kemper  were 
elected  reporters  for  the  Jacksonville  press. 

Question  Twenty-two — Who  are  the  Supernumerary 
Preachers?  was  taken  up. 

The  names  of  O.  D.  Wagner  and  O.  B.  Patterson  in 
this  relation,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Confer- 
once  Relations. 

Question  Twenty-three — Who  are  the  Superannu¬ 
ated  Preachers?  J.  T.  Lewton  and  G.  W.  Butler  were 
continued  in  this  relation.  Brother  Butler  briefly  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Conference. 

Introductions — Rev.  J.  J.  Parsons,  pastor  of  Baptist 
Church,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

J.  H,  Martin  announced  that  Mr.  C.  M.  Bevan  had 
invited  the  pastors  and  their  wives  and  others  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Conference  to  a  launch  ride  on  Thursday 
afternoon.  The  offer  was  accepted  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
tendered  the  gentleman  for  his  kindness.  After  announce¬ 
ments  by  the  pastor,  the  Conference  adjourned. 
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SECOND  DAY. 


Thursday  Morning,  Jan.  27,  1906. 

Conference  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  9  o’clock. 
The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  G.  W.  Butler, 
at  the  close  of  which  Bishop  Fowler  took  the  chair.  The 
Journal  of  yesterday’s  session  was  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader,  C.  C.  James,  G.  H.  Northrup, 
J.  B.  Hawk  were  elected  as  Conference  Board  of 
Stewards. 

Question  Ten  was  called — What  members  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  course  of  study?  G.  W.  Rector,  G.  F.  Scott, 
Addyman  Smith,  having  passed  satisfactory  examina¬ 
tions,  reported  their  work,  and  they  were  elected  to 
Elders’  orders. 

Question  Five — Who  have  been  continued  on  trial? 
G.  E.  Farrar  and  I.  S.  Whittaker  having  passed  examina¬ 
tions,  reported  their  work,  and  were  advanced  to  the  sec¬ 
ond  year. 

On  motion  of  H.  S.  White,  G.  E.  Farrar  was  elected 
to  Deacon’s  orders,  under  missionary  rule,  there  being  no 
class  for  admission  into  full  membership. 

H.  S.  White  presented  a  resolution  earnestly  request¬ 
ing  the  Bishop  to  address  the  preachers.  The  motion 
prevailed  unanimously,  and  the  Bishop  kindly  consented. 
On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader,  the  Bishop’s  address  was  made 
the  order  of  the  day  at  10  o’clock  Friday  morning. 

Under  Question  Thirty,  St.  Petersburg  was  selected 
as  the  place  to  hold  the  next  Conference. 

Question  Thirteen  was  resumed.  J.  L.  Folsom  had 
his  character  passed  and  presented  his  report.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  supply  preachers  reported  their  work:  A.  N. 
Elrod,  New  Smyrna;  J.  B.  Westcott,  Eustis;  D.  G.  Clif¬ 
ford,  Okahumpka.  The  Bishop  then  addressed  the  Con¬ 
ference  in  the  interests  of  the  church  extension,  and 
inspired  all  hearts  by  his  words  of  cheer. 


12  MINUTES  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

Introductions — Rev.  J.  C.  Stout,  pastor  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  was  introduced;  also  Dr.  Newcomb  of 
Grant  University,  who  addressed  the  Conference. 

The  Committee  on  Conference  Relations  reported  that 
O.  B.  Patterson  had  been  transferred  to  the  Erie  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  recommended  that  O.  D.  Wagner  be  continued 
in  the  Supernumerary  relation.  Report  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  L.  S.  Rader  was  requested  to  communicate 
with  O.  D.  Wagner  and  have  him  report  to  next  Con¬ 
ference. 

Committee  on  Periodicals  presented  their  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

G.  D.  Clifford  and  J.  B.  Hawk  were  elected  Committee 
on  Resolutions. 

F.  M.  Kemper  moved  that  we  authorize  the  sale  of 
Payne’s  Chapel,  Jacksonville,  the  proceeds  of  said  sale 
to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  Mission  Church  in  that 
city. 

The  names  of  Salvatore  Paterno  and  L.  P.  Hester  were 
presented  for  admission  on  trial.  They  were  admitted 
with  the  understanding  that  they  be  transferred. 

Salvatore  Paterno  was  elected  to  Deacon’s  orders,  un¬ 
der  Missionary  rule. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  Registrar  was  elected  as 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

J.  H.  Martin  presented  a  communication  from  Brother 
Quincy  Dwight,  a  layman,  respecting  the  organization  of 
a  lay  association. 

On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader,  the  discussion  of  this  prop¬ 
osition  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Friday  morn¬ 
ing,  after  devotional  exercises. 

Announcements  were  made  by  the  pastor,  and  the 
hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  session  ad¬ 
journed  with  benediction  by  Bishop  Fowler. 
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THIKD  DAY. 


Friday,  Jan.  28,  1906. 

Conference  met  at  the  appointed  hour.  D.  G.  Clifford 
conducted  the  devotional  exercises,  after  which  Bishop 
Fowler  took  the  chair. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday’s  session  was  read  and 
approved. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up  and  the  matter  of 
forming  a  Laymen’s  Association  was  discussed. 

On  motion  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Presiding 
Elders,  who  were  appointed  a  committee  to  form  some 
definite  plan  and  submit  same  to  next  Conference. 

The  Presiding  Elders  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
investigate  and  adjust  the  Conference  relation  of  W.  A. 
Allen,  deceased. 

Dr.  Mains  of  the  New  York  Publishing  House  was  in¬ 
troduced  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

The  Bishop  announced  drafts  of  $179  from  the  Book 
Concern,  and  $22  from  the  Chartered  Fund,  and  on  motion 
they  were  ordered  paid  to  the  Conference  Board  of 
Stewards. 

A.  C.  Sirdefield  was  granted  a  Supernumerary  rela¬ 
tion  at  his  own  request. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up,  and  Bishop  Fowler 
gave  a  most  eloquent,  inspiring  and  practical  address 
to  the  preachers,  and  which  uplifted  the  hearts  of  all 
present. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  a  motion 
to  extend  the  time  prevailed. 

Episcopal  Fund — The  apportionment  for  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Fund,  amounting  to  $184,  including  a  former  defi¬ 
ciency  of  $34,  was  referred  to  the  Presiding  Elders  for 
distribution  among  the  charges. 

After  announcements,  the  Bishop  pronounced  the 
benediction,  and  the  Conference  adjourned.  „ 
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FOURTH  DAY. 


Saturday  Morning,  Jan.  29,  1900. 

Conference  met  at  the  appointed  hour.  The  devo¬ 
tional  exercises  were  conducted  by  C.  C.  Janies,  at  the 
close  of  which  Bishop  Fowler  took  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday’s  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

Dr.  S.  O.  Benton,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Con¬ 
ference. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Stewards,  in  presenting 
their  report,  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  from  each  district  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  a 
permanent  endowment  fund  for  the  benefit  of  Conference 
claimants,  the  interest  of  which  to  be  distributed  from 
year  to  year.  The  report  was  adopted  and  the  Presiding 
Elders  appointed  such  committee. 

Reports  of  Committees — The  reports  of  the  following 
committees  were  read  and  adopted :  Missionary  Cause, 
Temperance,  Freedman’s  Aid  and  Southern  Education 
Society,  Sabbath  Observance,  Bible  Society,  Epworth 
League,  State  of  Church,  District  Conference  Records, 
Auditor’s  Report. 

Hon.  B.  F.  Ibach,  who  was  last  year  appointed  to  rep¬ 
resent  this  Conference  at  the  National  Anti-Saloon 
League  Convention,  at  Indianapolis,  was  introduced  and 
presented  an  able  report  of  the  convention. 

Dr.  Anderson,  Secretary  of  Board  of  Education,  and 
Dr.  Docking,  president  of  Cookman’s  Institute,  were  in¬ 
troduced,  and  both  addressed  the  Conference.  Dr.  New¬ 
comb  of  Chattanooga  addressed  the  Conference  in  the 
interests  of  the  Methodist  Advocate- Journal. 

J.  B.  Hawk  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 
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Recognizing  the  vital  importance  of  maintaining  a 
church  paper  in  the  South  field,  we  record  our  hearty  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  management  of  the  Methodist  Advocate- 
Journal,  Knoxville,  which  has  already  been  adopted  as 
our  official  Conference  paper.  We  have  been  gratified 
with  the  special  improvements  in  the  mechanical  make¬ 
up  and  appearance  of  the  paper,  the  low  price  and  its 
excellent  representation  of  our  work  in  the  St.  Johns 
River  Conference. 

We  pledge  our  hearty  support  in  extending  the  circu¬ 
lation  and  especially  urge  our  preachers  and  members  to 
stand  by  the  Methodist  Advocate- Journal,  as  one  of  our 
indispensable  agencies  for  the  advancement  of  our  work 
in  this  field. 

Resolved  also,  That  we  have  heard  with  pleasure  Dr. 
G.  T.  Newcomb  of  Grant  University,  who  represented  the 
interests  of  the  Methodist  Advocate- Journal  to  the  Con¬ 
ference. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  after  the  reading  and 
approval  of  the  minutes  of  this  session,  the  Conference 
should  adjourn  until  Sunday  evening,  when  the  Bishop 
should  read  the  appointments,  and  thus  finish  the  Con¬ 
ference  business.  The  minutes  were  read  and  approved.

Conference  Lovefeast  was  conducted  by  G.  W.  Butler 
at  10  a.  m. 

At  11  a.  m.  Bishop  Fowler  took  charge  of  the  services 
and  preached  an  able  and  inspiring  sermon  on  “The  Ex¬ 
altation  of  Christ.” 

“Wherefore  God  hath  highly  exalted  Him  and  given 
Him  a  name,  that  is  above  every  name.”  Phil.,  ii  :9. 

In  the  afternoon  the  services  began  at  3  o’clock,  when

REPORTS 


PRESIDING  ELDERS. 


EUSTIS  DISTRICT. 

Brethren  : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  gratifying  progress. 
Material  advancement  has  been  made  in  pastoral  support, 
in  church  building  and  improvement,  and  there  have  been 
a  goodly  number  of  accessions  to  our  membership.  We 
lament  that  each  charge  has  not  had  its  share  in  the  great 
revival  for  which  we  are  praying  and  of  which  we  hear  so 
much,  but  we  are  very  glad  to  report  some  gracious 
awakenings. 

Eustis,  supplied  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Westcott  of  the  New 
Jersey  Conference,  has  increased  in  membership  20  per 
cent  and  in  pastoral  support  100  per  cent.  This  charge, 
with  but  a  single  year’s  experience  as  a  station,  is  now 
entering  into  a  new  parsonage  enterprise  which  gives 
promise  of  early  success. 

Mount  Dora  has  had  important  additions  to  member¬ 
ship,  has  practically  removed  her  parsonage  debt  and 
made  an  advance  of  $100  in  pastor’s  salary. 

Winter  Park  has  had  a  good  year  under  the  very  pop¬ 
ular  pastorate  of  Rev.  G.  E.  Farrar.  Benevolences  are 
amply  supported,  pastor’s  support  advanced  more  than 
$200,  all  claims  met  promptly  and  in  full,  and  the  charge 
rapidly  nearing  the  self-support  basis  toward  which  all 
are  striving. 

Tarpon  Springs  has  built  and  paid  for  a  $2,500  par¬ 
sonage,  which  is  a  model  for  our  needs  in  this  section. 
Just  now  they  are  adding  a  complete  water  plant,  includ¬ 
ing  tank  and  wind-mill.  While  keeping  all  interests,  in¬ 
cluding  a  large  advance  in  pastor’s  salary  and  a  generous 
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support  of  the  benevolences  well  provided  for,  this  charge  ( 
has  home  and  foreign  missionary  work  at  her  door.  For 
some  years  service  has  been  provided  for  the  sponge  fish¬ 
ermen,  whose  kraals  are  located  here,  and  who  frequently, 
to  the  number  of  two  or  three  hundred,  spend  Sunday 
here.  Recently  two  or  three  hundred  Greek  divers  have 
also  located  at  Tarpon  Springs,  and  it  is  confidently 
hoped  that  work  with  and  for  them  may  soon  be  estab¬ 
lished. 

St.  Petersburg  is  going  on  splendidly  with  her  new 
church  enterprise.  As  is  usually  the  case  with  church 
buildings,  our  plans  have  grown  with  the  construction; 
we  are  now  erecting  a  $6,000  building,  and  have  so  far 
progressed  that  temporary  accommodations  are  provided 
for  one  of  the  most  cultured  and  loyally  devoted  congrega¬ 
tions  in  Methodism.  To  say  all  this  and  to  add  the  even 
more  gratifying  fact  that  our  membership,  which  was 
doubled  last  year,  has  repeated  the  experience  again  this 
year,  is  to  suggest  the  tireless  labor  and  painstaking 
fidelity  of  Rev.  A.  E.  Drew,  our  pastor. 

Tampa  has  had  a  year  of  marked  spiritual  power;  the 
membership  has  been  growing  in  grace  and  in  Christian 
experience.  In  a  comparatively  new  residence  portion  of 
the  city  we  are  now  offering  the  only  aggressive  evange¬ 
listic  effort  within  convenient  distance  of  a  thousand 
people.  Two  hundred  dollars  has  been  raised  and  expended 
in  improving  and  beautifying  the  church  and  |>275  is  now 
on  deposit  as  a  parsonage  fund. 

Okahumpka  and  Fruitland  Park  were  without  pastoral 
care  from  May  till  October,  but  the  pulpits  were  more  or 
less  regularly  supplied,  and  the  arrival  of  Rev.  G.  I). 
Clifford  of  the  East  Ohio  Conference  has  rejoiced  the 
hearts  of  the  loyal  friends  of  that  work,  i 

Belleview  and  Candler  have  had  much  by  way  of  dis¬ 
couragement.  Growing  mellons  is  one  of  the  dependences 
in  this  section;  to  grow  them  is  comparatively  easy,  but 
to  run  the  gauntlet  of  exorbitant  freight  rates  and  dis- 
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honest  commission  merchants  and,  after  paying  the  heav}r 
bills  for  fertilizer,  to  have  something  left  is  the  problem* 
Instead  of  profit,  our  brethren  at  Eelleview  sustained  very 
heavy  losses.  Should  there  be  any  deficit  it  will  be  reported 
only  after  every  effort  of  self-sacrifice  is  exhausted. 
The  pastor,  Rev.  J.  C.  Sullivan,  and  his  wife,  have  labored 
long  and  faithfully  in  this  field. 

Lake  Como  Circuit  has  had  a  great  year,  with  a  large 
advance  in  salary;  everything  will  be  reported  in  full. 
To  crown  all,  a  most  gracious  revival  has  just  been  sweep¬ 
ing  Welaka,  one  of  the  points.  The  results  thus  far  are 
thirty-eight  accessions,  and  with  the  whole  community 
stirred,  greater  things  are  yet  to  come.  A  new  church  at 
Satsuma  Heights  is  among  the  possibilities  of  the  coming 
year. 

Minneola  was  taken  up  last  year,  after  having  been 
without  a  pastor  for  some  months.  Regular  service  is  now 
maintained  and  the  membership  largely  increased.  Rev. 
J.  E.  Willey  of  the  New  Jersey  Conference  is  supplying 
this  point. 

Record  of  the  year  would  be  incomplete  which  did  not 
mention  our  Seventh  Annual  Campmeeting  at  Mount 
Dora.  The  session  was  one  of  unusual  manifestation  of 
spiritual  power.  There  were  a  number  of  conversions  and 
everyone  who  entered  into  the  meeting  was  greatly 
blessed. 

Spiritual  conditions  generally  are  suggested  by  the 
fact  that  75  per  cent  of  our  membership  are  faithful  in 
attendance  at  the  regular  services;  that  our  mid-week 
prayermeetings  are  well  attended  and  genuinely  helpful, 
and  that  class-meeting  is  by  no  means  a  mere  memory. 

Personally  I  am  devoutly  thankful  to  God  for  a  year 
of  good  health  and  a  deepening  consciousness  of  His 
presence.  All  the  appointments  have  been  met  and  assist¬ 
ance  rendered  in  evangelistic  and  other  enterprises,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  number  of  services  equal  to  every  day  in  the 
year,  less  one  day  of  rest  for  each  week.  H.  S.  White.

Brethren  : 

The  past  year  has  been  a  fairiy  prosperous  one  on  the 
Jacksonville  district.  As  usual  our  chief  trouble  has 
arisen  from  the  difficulty  in  holding  our  new  pastors  in 
their  fields  of  labor.  When  early  summer  comes  and 
tourists  and  many  of  our  own  people  are  leaving  for  the 
North,  some  of  our  pastors  or  their  families  get  restless, 
and  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  we  have  some  steady¬ 
going  leaders  there  would  certainly  be  a  stampede. 

I  believe  our  preachers  all  seek  to  preach  the  Word, 
the  great  needs  of  men  and  God’s  grace,  righteousness, 
brotherhood  and  Sonship  in  the  Kingdom,  and  leave  their 
doubtings  and  questionings  for  private  struggles  in  their 
studies.  To  these  faithful  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ  is  due 
the  credit  for  our  cheering  advance  and  growth  at  most 
of  our  charges. 

I  beg  you  will  indulge  me  with  the  privilege  of  partly 
reporting  for  the  four  years  of  my  term  of  office,  as  that 
will  show  our  steady  advancement  toward  perfection. 

I  want  to  report,  first  of  all,  that  every  charge  is  now 
in  the  First  Class  on  Missions.  Our  Conference  stands 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  all  the  Southern  Conferences  in 
giving  to  missions.  That  is,  we  give  more  per  member 
than  any  of  the  Southern  Conferences.  Jacksonville  dis¬ 
trict  has  more  than  doubled  in  its  giving  to  missions  in 
the  past  four  years,  and  counting  our  giving  to  special 
missions,  we  pay  this  year  nearly  eight  times  as  much  as 
we  paid  in  1902.  We  have  also  made  large  advance  in 
giving  to  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  other  benevolences.  This 
year  our  Conference  pays  back  into  the  missionary  treas¬ 
ury  more  than  they  give  us.  As  to  the  Church  Extension 
Society,  only  small  amounts  are  due  them  from  two  of 
our  churches  on  this  district,  and  the  money  is  provided 
to  pay  that,  while  we  are  raising  for  them  double  the 
amount  we  paid  in  1902.  This  district  alone  now  owns 
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about  $220,000  worth  of  churches  and  parsonages,  having 
nice  churches  at  every  point  and  suitable  parsonages  on 
all  charges  but  two.  The  average  salary  paid  the  pastors 
four  years  ago  was  $579,  while  this  year  it  is  $983.  This 
advance  is  very  important  in  this  country,  where  living  is 
high.  The  charges,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  ready 
to  pay  all  within  their  power,  and  in  some  cases  the  giving 
is  up  to  the  millenial  line. 

Last  spring  H.  L.  Townsend  secured  a  transfer  to  the 
Upper  Iowa  Conference,  and  W.  E.  Dean  of  Wiota,  Iowa, 
was  stationed  in  De  Land  the  first  of  September.  The 
long  time  in  which  the  pulpit  was  unsupplied  was  due  to 
two  things — the  extreme  difficulty  of  supplying  a  pulpit 
left  vacant  in  Florida  in  the  summer,  and  the  fact  that 


most  of  our  members  had  gone  away  for  the  summer 
months.  The  officials  of  the  church  requested  me  to

tionment  for  missions;  $690  have  been  expended  on  im¬ 
provements  of  church  and  parsonage,  and  about  $900 
toward  the  erection  of  an  Epworth  Hall. 

The  Seabreeze  Avenue  Church  of  Davtona  Beach  has 

«/ 

developed  rapidly  in  the  few  years  of  its  existence  as  a  sep¬ 
arate  charge.  Addyman  Smith  has  been  its  successful 
pastor  the  past  year.  The  salary  has  been  advanced.  All 
apportionments  have  been  met.  Besides  $100  raised  for 
missions  by  collection,  $3,000  were  given  for  missionary 
work  in  China  by  a  member  of  that  congregation.  The 
new  parsonage  has  been  completely  furnished;  $610  have 
been  spent  in  improving  their  beautiful  church  and  par¬ 
sonage,  on  which  there  is  no  debt.  The  people  have 
requested  both  the  pastor  and  the  Presiding  Elder  to  come 
back.  They  know  a  good  thing  when  they  have  it. 

Snyder  Memorial  Church  at  Jacksonville  has  had  a 
marked  degree  of  prosperity.  Under  the  efficient  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  F.  M.  Kemper  there  have  been  55  conversions 
and  an  increase  to  the  membership  of  60.  Large  audiences 
listen  to  his  inspiring  sermons.  A  splendid  pipe  organ 
has  been  installed  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  and  improvements 
have  been  made  costing  $2,500,  and  an  old  debt  of  $1,000 
has  been  paid.  The  benevolences  have  fallen  off  this  year 
largely  because  one  person  who  contributed  $200  last  year 
gave  only  $50  this. 

C.  C.  James  was  appointed  to  South  Jacksonville  from 
Kick  Hill,  Mo.,  a  year  ago.  He  has  been  active  and  effi¬ 
cient  in  his  work.  Besides  South  Jacksonville  he  has 
supplied  St.  Nicholas,  where  he  has  secured  under  our 
deed  the  building  erected  for  a  union  church  largely  by 
a  Mr.  Armstrong.  We  dedicated  the  church  August  12th, 
and  it  will  hereafter  bear  the  name  Armstrong  Memorial. 
The  pastor’s  salary  has  been  advanced.  All  apportion¬ 
ments  have  been  met  and  some  of  them  are  considerably 
in  advance  of  last  year. 

Lawtey  is  about  forty  miles  out  from  Jacksonville  on 
the  Seaboard  Air  Line.  It  is  a  nice  little  village  located 
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in  a  fine  agricultural  community.  We  have  a  suitable 
church,  a  large  parsonage  and  some  real  estate  besides. 
Our  membership  is  not  large  and  the  salary  is  small,  so 
that  our  pastor,  G.  F.  Scott,  has  felt  it  necessary  to  accept 
the  County  School  Superintendency  to  help  make  out  a 
living  salary.  He  has  the  love  and  respect  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and  deserves  it.  They  have  had  some  increase 
in  church  membership,  a  large  increase  in  Sunday  School 
and  an  advance  on  missions. 

Grace  Church,  St.  Augustine,  is  happy  under  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  J.  H.  Martin.  At  the  beginning  of  his  pastorate 
a  debt  of  a  little  over  $3,000  still  remained  on  this  splen¬ 
did  property.  This  has  all  been  provided  for  by  the  united 
etforts  of  the  pastor  and  the  whole  church.  The  pastor’s 
salary  was  advanced  $200,  and  all  expenses  have  been  met. 
The  benevolent  collections  have  all  been  taken  and  are  all 
above  apportionments.  This  fact  is  worthy  of  remark,  as 
the  church  is  in  the  midst  of  closing  out  the  church  debt. 
Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  the  splendid  work  done  by 
many  active  men  and  women  of  this  church,  but  I  must 
mention  two  departments  as  examples  worthy  of  imita¬ 
tion.  The  Ladies’  Aid  Society,  under  the  presidency  and 
inspiration  of  Mrs.  C.  L.  Deardorff,  has  not  only  been 
able  to  report  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  the  usual  lines 
of  financial  help  to  church  and  parsonage  while  heavily 
contributing  to  the  church  debt  fund,  but  also  doing  the 
work  usually  done  by  deaconesses,  such  as  calling  on  the 
people,  finding  the  strangers,  caring  for  and  ministering 
to  the  sick,  and  financially  aiding  those  in  need  of  the 
necessaries  of  life. 

The  other  department  I  wish  to  mention  is  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  first  vice-president  of  the  Epworth  League — 
the  spiritual  department — of  which  Mrs.  Vandaman  is  the 
head.  .Untiringly  has  she  wrought,  and  her  success  has 
been  glorious.  The  careless  ones,  the  wandering  and  the 
lost  ones  have  been  found,  labored  with,  won  and  brought 
into  the  League,  and  many  of  them  into  the  Kingdom  of 
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God.  From  a  membership  of  60  the  League  has  risen  to  a 
membership  of  150,  and  a  large  number  have  been  led  to 
subscribe  for  the  Epworth  Herald.  May  God  lay  it  upon 
the  hearts  of  some  in  every  charge  to  do  similar  work. 

Hastings  is  about  seventeen  miles  south  of  St.  Augus¬ 
tine.  It  is  a  prosperous  farming  community.  J.  L.  Fol¬ 
som  has  been  pastor  for  the  past  few  years,  in  which  time 
a  handsome  church  has  been  erected  and  is  almost  en¬ 
tirely  paid  for.  Brother  Folsom  has  been  very  active  in 
this  enterprise,  raising  most  of  the  money  and  helping 
on  all  lines.  We  have  a  lot  ready  for  the  new  parsonage 
which  we  hope  to  build  in  the  near  future. 

New  Smyrna  is  the  other  charge  which  does  not  have 
a  parsonage.  It  had  one,  but  as  it  was  not  paid  for,  it 
was  sold  to  clear  off  the  church  indebtedness.  Tliev  are 

«y 

planning  to  build  a  new  parsonage  nearer  the  church. 
The  church  is  pleasantly  located  and  as  it  has  been  im¬ 
proved  it  is  in  good  condition.  A.  N.  Elrod,  a  supernu¬ 
merary  from  the  Indiana  Conference,  has  supplied  the 
pulpit  for  the  past  four  years.  He  is  an  earnest  preacher 
of  the  Word  and  has  a  large  place  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  New  Smyrna. 

J.  B.  Hawk  has  charge  of  our  work  on  the  Indian 
River.  No  man  has  worked  harder,  and  surely  no  man 
could  have  accomplished  more.  The  work  is  too  large,  but 
thus  far  we  have  not  seen  a  way  to  divide  it  for  financial 
reasons.  Our  new  work  at  Eau  Gallie  develops  more  rap¬ 
idly  than  any  other.  I  wish  some  one  who  has  some  of 
the  Lord’s  money  would  give  us  a  thousand  dollars  to 
open  up  new  work  and  start  some  of  the  places  like  Eau 
Gallie  on  the  way  to  self-support.  Two  good  revivals  were 
held.  One  at  Eau  Gallie  and  one  at  Melbourne,  in  which 
the  pastor  was  ably  assisted  by  his  brother,  A.  W.  Hawk. 
There  was  a  goodly  number  of  conversions  and  accessions 
to  the  church. 

Miami  is  the  young  but  rapidly  growing  city  of  the 
southern  end  of  the  Florida  peninsula,  H.  G.  Porter,  our 
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pastor  at  that  point,  is  faithful  in  all  lines  of  work.  He 
met  with  a  most  unfortunate  accident  some  months  ago  in 
which  a  ship’s  anchor  severely  crushed  his  leg,  causing 
blood  poisoning.  This  has  hindered  him  from  carrying 
out  some  of  his  plans  for  the  development  of  his  work. 
But  he  will  report  all  assessments  fully  met.  The  salary 
has  been  advanced ;  extensive  improvements  have  been 
made  in  our  property  at  an  expenditure  of  $395.  There 
has  been  an  advance  in  most  of  the  benevolent  collections 
over  last  year,  and  a  nice  increase  in  church  membership. 

Orange  City  was  almost  killed  out  when  its  orange 
trees  were  killed  some  years  ago,  but  is  now  so  far  recov¬ 
ered  that  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  resume  work 
there  again  in  earnest.  There  is  a  church  and  parsonage 
which  need  some  repairs.  Some  of  the  people  are  very 
willing  to  give  to  support  a  pastor,  while  others  need 
a  revival.  I  preached  there  some  time  ago  to  a  well-filled 
house,  and  at  the  close  a  large  number  asked  for  prayers. 

And  now,  as  to  myself,  I  thank  God  for  good  healtii 
and  the  privilege  of  work  in  His  kingdom.  I  thank  the 
brethren  for  their  cooperation  and  kindness,  without 
which  discouragement  and  failure  would  have  resulted.

We  are  in  the  heartiest  sym¬ 
pathy  with  our  splendid  Board  of  Education,  and  will 
keep  ourselves  more  than  ever  in  intelligent  touch  with  it.

TEMPERANCE.

It  is  our  judgment  that 
the  only  safe  course  for  our  people  is  that  of  total  abstin¬ 
ence  from  all  alcoholic  beverages.  We  are  gratified  with 
the  work  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  in  their  great  work  of  pro¬ 
moting  social  purity  and  securing  in  every  State  scientific 
instruction  in  regard  to  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol  upon 
the  human  body.  We  recognize  the  good  work  done  by 
the  State  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  we  earnestly  request 
our  pastors  and  people  to  co-operate  with  this  organiza¬ 
tion  for  aggressive  temperance  reform  throughout  the 
State.  We  urge  that  our  pastors  see  that  the  Sunday 
Schools  are  organized  for  temperance  work.  We  espe¬ 
cially  recommend  the  Loyal  Temperance  Legion.  We 
heartily  support  our  national  Representative  in  the  House 
of  Congress,  the  Hon.  Frank  Clark,  and  his  bill  to  repeal 
the  international  revenue  tax  on  liquor. 

We  memorialize  Hon.  S.  Payne,  treasurer  House 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  that  he  stand  by  the 
Clark  bill. 
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We  indorse  the  strict  rules  of  railroad  companies  in 
not  employing  men  who  are  addicted  to  drink. 

Finally,  we  hereby  resolve  that  our  attitude  toward 
the  drink  traffic  shall  be  one  of  uncompromising  opposi¬ 
tion;  that  we  do  our  best  to  secure  such  legislation  in 
State  and  nation  that  this  iniquitous  traffic  shall  be  sup¬ 
pressed,  and  that  we  use  every  lawful  means  to  bring 
about  this  end.

FREEDMAN’S  AID  AND  SOUTHERN  EDUCATION. 


Conventional  religion  may  make  invidious  discrimina¬ 
tions  and  paint  “the  leopard’s  spots”  darker  than  they 
are;  but  vital  Christianity  sees  only  one  God  over  all.  In 
our  Christ  the  races  are  one.  The  Freedman’s  Aid  arid 
Southern  Education  Society  is  evangel  alike  to  the  poor 
whites  and  poorer  blacks  of  the  South.  If  ignorance  is 
largely  “the  mother  of  vice,”  then  till  black  and  white  can 
read  and  write  at  least  their  ballots,  our  national  safety, 
as  well  as  the  cause  of  Christ,  pleads  for  our  increased 
fidelity  to  this  Society.  1  Ignorance  must  vanish  in  order 
that  Christian  civilization  may  advance.  And  let  us  be 
thankful  that  this  sentiment  is  now  shared  alike  North 
and  South.  Bishop  Galloway  lias  recently  said :  “I  have 
been  at  not  a  little  pains  to  ascertain  from  various  insti¬ 
tutions  among  the  negroes  the  post-graduate  history  of 
their  students,  and  I  am  profoundly  gratified  at  the  rec- 
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ord.  I  believe  it  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  not  a  single 
case  of  criminal  assault  has  ever  been  charged  on  a  stu¬ 
dent  of  a  school  for  negroes  founded  and  sustained  by  a 
great  Christian  denomination.” 

And  Joel  Chandler  Harris,  of  Georgia,  gives  enthusias¬ 
tic  testimony  to  the  kind  of  work  we  are  doing. 

As  to  its  extent,  also,  we  may  be  profoundly  grateful. 
Last  year  we  maintained  23  colored  schools,  attended  by 
6,711  students;  and  21  white  schools,  attended  by  3,938 
students,  making  in  all  44  schools,  with  a  total  attendance 
of  10,639.  In  the  years  since  its  organization  over  500 
have  graduated  from  the  Gammon  Theological  Seminary; 
1,500  others  with  some  preparation  are  now  preaching,  25 
of  whom  are  foreign  missionaries  in  Africa. 

Brethren,  let  us  raise  our  full  apportionment  for  this 
great  and  far-reaching  cause.
